WASHINGTON — Telephone com- 


panies are virtually require* to rec- 
ognize the brotherhood of electrical 
workers under an order issued late 
Saturday by Postmaster Gen. Burle- 
son. The order will result in aban- 
donment of the nation-wide strike of 
telephone employes set for Monday, 
according to President J. P. Noonan, 
of the electrical 
brotherhood, who 


said Saturday ight. 


"I shall issue an order calling off 


the strike until we see -whether the 
telephone companies trill obey Post- 
master General Burleson's order." 


Xoonan made this statement fol- 


loiving conferences he and other un 
ion officials had with Burieson. 


Union officials were jubilant Sat 


urday at Burleson's action, which 
they considered a victory for organ 
ized labor. They regard the order as 
a complete reversal 
of Burleson's 


former policy toward organized labor 
The order plainly defines the "right* 
of employes to bargain either as "in- 
dividuals or collectively thru commit- 
tees of the representatives, chosen by 
them." 


Telephone officials are directed to 


designate one or 
more officials to 


treat with committees concerning 
"hours of employment, compensa- 
tion" and other grievances. Such 
matters must be taken up by the 
companies within five days after pre- 
sentation by the employes. The order 
also makes plain that union business 
agents may act for the employes if 
they so desire 
and guarantees the 


right of employes to join unions, "or 
to affiliate with 
organisations that 


seem best calculated 
to serve their 


interests " 


One clause is intended to pre\ent 


companies fiom 
covering 
up their 


reasons for dismissing men. It pro- 
vides in case of "dismissal, demotion, 
or unde&irable transfer where no real 
cause is shown by the company, it 
shall be considered that discrimina- 
tion was I.policed. 


"Emplojcs of telephone companies 


shall have the right to bargain as in- 
dividuals or collectively thru commit- 
tees of their representatives, chosen 
by them to act for them.

Vickers - Biplane Makes Dash 


From New Foundland

To Ireland. 


Expected to Arrive This After- 


Noon— Machine's 
Weight 


• is Six Tons. 


ST. JOHNS, N. P.—The British 


Saturday started their Sad. attempt 
to make a non-stop fJfeht from New 
Foundland to Ireland. 


Piloted by Capt, John AJcock, aa 


Englishman, and carrying ai navi- 
gator, Lieut. Arthur W. Brown.roy- 
al air force, the Vickers-Vimy bi- 
plane soared1 away 'from itg ffeld 
near St. Johns at 12:13 p. m., New 
York time. 


If all goes well, the Vickers ma- 


chine should reach Ireland Sunday 
ftfternoon, according to estimates' of 
the flying time. 


A crowd of about 1,000 assembled 


at the field to witness the start. Capt. 
Alcock, Lieut. Brown, (whosa par- 
ents were American, 
although he 


was born in Scotland), and member* 
of the Victors equa/lron calmly, dis- 
cussed the prospects and tested the 
engine. While mechanic* were giv- 
ing the flyer a final going over, Al- 
cock and Brown donned their fly- 
ing clothes and aat on the field near 
;he plane, talking to Manager Mul- 
:er, of the company, and a few close 
friends. 
They 
shook 
hands 
all 


around and climbed into their seats. 
SIGNAL IS GIVEN 


The motors were started,'and run 


at varying speeds for fifteen min- 
utes: 
Members of the mechanical 


staff clustered around the plane ex- 
changing last bits of repartee, but 
most of it was lost on account of the 
roar of the engines. Muller handed 
a note to Alcock, which he read and 
then returned. Then the pilot wav- 
ed farewell, and gave the signal to re- 
move the field blocks which kept 
the machine from starting premature- 
ly.

In many countries silver coin has

NEW YORK.—Now that it is con- 


ceded in financial and building cir- 
cles that it hag been the high cost 
of money and labor and not the high 
cost of materials that has been re- 
sponsible for Increased construction 
costs, efforts that are being made in 
various municipalities to put plans 
into execution whereby money may 
become more available for mortgage 
loans, are meeting with real success, 
according to THE AMERICAN AR- 
CHITECT'S weekly review.

LONDON.—Owing to the labor sit- 


lUtion in England, British exporters 
and manufacturers are beginning to 
fear they are not going to be able 
to win back their pre-war hold on 
South American trade, Edwin W. 
Sloper, chief accountant of the Brit- 
ish Bank of South Ameripa, told the 
United Press. 


Many English manufacturers de- 


clare they don ot see how—*w.ith the j 
present high scale of wages and low j 
speed production—they 
can meet! 


the prices North American firms are 
now offering South American buyers. 
The Americans are making deliver- 
ies In many instances decidedly un- 
der their British competitors mini- 
mum. 


American salesmen have succeed- 


ed since 1914 in virtually sewing up 
the South American market, accord- 
ing to advices from 
the bank's 


branches In Argentine, Brazil and 
Uruguay. 
The British

South America is one of the four 
largest English commercial clearing 
houses in the continent.

has 


branches at Buenos Aires, Rio de Ja- j 
ueiro, Sao Paulo, Monte Video and 
Rosario de Santa Fee, and agents in 
most South American cities.

from the fact that although wages 
have more than doubled since 1914, 
there has been no corresponding in- 
crease in production," Sloper explain- 
ed. 
"This leaves the manufacturer 


with an expense sheet twice as long 
as before, but with no more products 
to show for it. 


"American mechanics draw high- 


er pay -than ours. 
But they also 


produce many, many times more in 
proportion. 
We could afford to pay 


as high wages as America and still 
have the advantage in competition, 
If English labor could be induced to 
speed up. Thus far, it hasn't. 


"And the Americans have no such 


a good start on us that shall have 
great difficulty in recovering. Amer- j 
ican coal interests are already under- 
bidding us. American manufacturers 
of iron and steel products are deliv- 
ering on the spot at a figure less than 
British firms can afford to risk to- 
day.

Prohibition Will Bring Industrial 


Unrest, Labor Leaders Tell 


Congress. 


WASHINGTON — With warnings 


that serious industrial unrest will 
follow the enforcement of war-time 
prohibition, organized labor, headed 
by Samuel Gomvpers, Saturday urged 
congress to perns It the sale of light 
wines and beer 
until constitutional 


prohibition goes ItVto effect. 


After staging the demonstration in 


front of the capital, the labor dele- 
gates left Washington Saturday nlghf 
with impressions that if the repeal ot 
the war-time act comes, it will be 
from President Wilson and not con- 
gress. This belief was expressed by 
Represc-ntative Fit/geiald, Boston, 
and othf>r speakers here for the dem- 
onstration, including a special tram 
of delegates from the federation con- 
vention at Atlantic City. About 5,000 
people were on the capitol plaza. 


"The 'no beer, no work' movempnt 


Is not dead," Oompers told the sen- 
ate judiciary committee, "altho I 
have been doing all in jnv power t'n 
prevent snch iintp=f. 
Nothing that 


congress could have done will so dis- 
turb the tranqullity 
of the masses 


For the first time in my life, i am 
apprehensive about the future of the 
country." 


The labor wets 
marched on the 


capitol like an army. Forming aboul 
three squares from the main capitol 
entrance, the delegates marched t» 
the plaza, eight abreast and eack 
carrying an American flag. 


Cheers for the American Federa- 


tion of Labor, President Wilson and 
Samuel Gompers opened the demon- 
stration. Altho congressmen were 
Invited to the stand, only a few were 
present, among 
them being Repre- 


sentative Randall, 
California, 
the 


only prohibitionist party man in con- 
gress 


Mention of William J. Bryan and 


Billy Sunday by Representative Fitz- 
gerald caused hisses 
by the crowd, 


altho they wete soon quieted at Fitz- 
gerald's request. 


Fitzgerald dramatically declared 


that he believed 
President Wilson 


would repeal the act, but that there 
was no hope of COCKIER dolrw it. 


"I have great faith that our peer- 


less leader will not tie;>Ic l<t 111 \vi:'i 
the laboring men," he said. "But thU 
Is our only hope."

trans-oceanic flying. 
He thinks the 


risk and expense are too great and 
the benefits too meager to spend any 
more time now upon that subject. 
Atmospheric conditions Wright says, 
form the greatest obstacle to suc- 
cessful flights over the ocean. 


Fogs are ever present above large 


bodiee of water and these may en- 
velop the machine at any time and 
cause the pilot to hose his bearings. 
"Just recall the experiences of the 
naval aviators in this regard in their 
recent flight to the Azores," he ex- 
plains.

streams and lakes. And it must be 
Mid that we have hardly a more tooth- 
some fish. Tried, it is hard to beat. 


Until recently the notion of propa- 


gating the species does not seem to have 
occumd to anybody. But, a short tima 
ago, the government Fisheries Bureau 
took up the idea, and proceeded to hatch 
the «gg» in great quantities at Bryan 
Point, Maryland. 


The propagation of some kinds of 


fishes demands special ezpcrtness, and 
most be conducted with no little pains. 
Not so with the yellow perch. Anybody 
can gather the eggs and hatch them for 
himself, keeping the brood fishes in 
"live boxes" (floating in water), and 
transferring the egg-masses to similar 
and 'separate receptacles as they are 
"laid." 


The female yellow perch deposits her 


eggs in the form of an elongated jelly- 
like mass which, after absorbing water, 
is actually much bigger than the mother 
fish. 
One such mass obtained by the 


Fisheries Bureau was more than seven 
feet long. 
In shape the jelly-bunch 


resembles an old-fashioned knit coiu 
purse, a pocket closed at one end. 


Taking an average, the egg-mas* 


will 
yield 2000 baby perch. 
The 


Fisheries Bureau hatches them In or- 
dinary shad-hatching jsrs, and the 
process is so simple that 1,000,000 cau 
be produced for less than $20, includ- 
ing cost of labor and all expenses. At 
Bryan Point two men do all the work, 
including the catching of the broo<! 
fishes and the hatching of the eggs. 
Since February of this year they have 
turned out 170,755,000 young ones for 
liberation in the Potomac.

the men of Nippon have a well-earned 
teputation for ferocity.

man of high celebrity, attacked a for- 
tified city in the province "of Osaba. 
Feveial thousand of the inhabitants 
••ought to escape in a storm, but wera 
mertakeii and slaughtered without re- 
gard for age or sex.

Since prehistoric times the Japanese 


have again and again laid waste Korea 


with the sword. There la today In Nip- 
pon a caste of people, said to be de- 
scendants of Korean prisoners anciently 
taken in war, who are condemned to the 
vilest occupations, and excluded from 
the privilege of intermarriage with the 
Japanese. 


In contour, and in geographical re- 


lation to the continent, Korea strik- 
ingly resembles Florida, the place of the 
Gulf of Mexico being taken by the Yel- 
low Sea. Its area is nearly equal to 
that of Minnesota, and its population 
about 11,000,000. 
Off its shores are 


innumerable fertile islands, on many of 
which dwell professional hermits who 
are regarded as sacred personages. 


All Korean cities are surrounded by 


high battlemented walls. The streets 
are narrow and tortuous, and the bouses 
built of stone, one story in height, and 
roofed with straw or -tile. In case of 
fire the citizens pray to the spirits to 
put it out. 


In the forests are great numbers of 


tigers, very large and fierce. The Ko- 
reans capture them in wooden cages re- 
sembling gigantic mousetraps. 


The people are dirty, but dress always 


in white cotton, which is wadded for 
warmth in winter, the climate being 
very cold. Korean •women are virtu- 
ally slaves. They have not even names. 
In public they conceal their faces, and 
husbands have been known to kill their 
wives because strangers touched them 
with their fingers. A married woman 
cannot even look out of a window with- 
out the consent of her lord and master. 


Sending Live Animals by Mail 


TJEFORE the war no live animal was 
•*-* permitted to be sent through the 
United States mail—save only honey 
bees in bpecially prescribed boxes. 


The Tvar, however, caused great con-

The government needed that tree for 
making gunstocks and propellers for 
flying machines — purposes for which 
no other kind of wood will adequately

So the tree was cut, and it vent to 


make stocks for rifles and propellers 
for airplanes. It helped to beat the Han. 


"harmless- live animals." Thus one 
may now send by parcel post a dog or 
a cat. One <!ould not ship a calf in this 
way because it would weigh too much; 
and there is a further requirement that 
the journey shall not be of such a 
length as to cause the animals to suf- 
fer for lack of food and water. Fowls 
are limited to a trip of forty-eight 
hours on this account. 


The order specifically mentions as 


permissible soft 
crabs, chameleons, 


shellfish and goldfish packed in moss. 
Also baby terrapins. If yon happen to 
have a bit of marshland with & stream 
running through it you can stock it 
with terrapins by mail. The govern- 
ment Fisheries Bureau will tell you 
where to get them and will furnish in- 
structions for managing a turtle farm. 


If yon want oysters or clams fresh 


from the tidal beds yon can now get 
them by parcel post. These come under 
the head of "harmless live animals." 
Whatever the description of the ani- 
mals, they must be properly packed, 
and the barrels, crates or other con- 
tainers must be marked "perishable." 


Goldfish travel much better in wet 


moss than in water. 
They are kept 


moist and do not lack oxygen. 
In 


water, for lack of a fresh oxygen supply, 
they are likely soon to die. 


The main object of the new drder la 


to encourage the distribution of food 
animals—shellfish, crabs and* poultry 
coming under this head. With the ex- 
tension of the farm-to-city and city-to- 
city postal track service it has become 
feasible to transport such animals in 
much qukker time, over greater dis- 
tances and in larger numbers or quan- 
tity. 


Day-old chicks have been sent by rail 


all the way from New Jersey to Texas, 
1400 miles, arriving in excellent condi- 
tion. They do not need food or water 
for seventy-two hours after chipping 
the shell. 


There are now in the near neighbor- 


hood of every important city many great 
poultry farms that turn ont chickens 
and eggs for market on a wholesale 
scale. But the most profitable atngl* 
item of their business is the sale of day- 
old chicks and eggs for setting. 


One can buy from these farms, by 


mail order, chicks or eggs of any stand- 
ard variety, which are shipped to the 
purchaser by parcel pest. The price 
for a "setting" of thirteen eggi is 
ordinarily from $3 to |6. But the 
chicks cost no more and are more 
profitable to buy, inasmuch as some of 
the eggs may not hatch. Besides, it 
saves trouble. 


Many people buy the chicks to raise 


for food. In a few weejcs they are big 
enough to eat. 
Others want them to 


start flocks of their own ia city sub- 
urbs or elsewhere. 
When they arrive 


all that is necessary is to give them 
food and water, with a woolen cloth so 
arranged that they can creep under it 
and be comfortable. 


TT7HEN we entered the war there 
" were 600.000.000 silver "cartwheel" 


dollars In the vaults of the treasury 
and its various mints. Their total 
weight was 29,460 short tons. 


This mass of coins was so much 


Inert matter; It was not meant for 
circulation, being: held In stock to rep- 
resent the actual value behind one- 
dollar and two-dollar bills. 


Also, It was virtually the only silver 


in the world that was not in circula- 
tion as money. 
This ctrcumstance 


proved of utmost importance, for at 
Just that time England found herself 
In very serious trouble for lack of 
the white metal. 


The paper money issued by Great 


Britain in India is all of it redeemable 
In Oliver. German propagandists dur- 
ing the war spread reports In that 
country to the effect that England 
was going broke, and that her prom- 
ises to pay would soon bet worthless. 
The native people, taking- alarm, made 
wholesale demands for the redemption 
of their notes, and there was gr«mt 
danger that the silver available for the 
purpose would give out. 


la this emergency the British Gov- 


ernment appealed to Uncle Sam for 
help, and Congress passed a bill per- 
mitting the director of the mint bureau 
to convert 350,000,000 of the cart- 
wheel dollars into bullion. Two hun- 
dred millions of these dollars were 
chipped, in that form, to India by 
way of San Francisco, and the situa- 
tion was thereby saved. 


The emergency was such, and time 


was so precious, that the above-men- 
tioned official. Ray Baker, did not 
wait at first to melt the coins. He 
passed millions of them through roll- 
Ing machines, by which each silver 
dollar was converted Into a smooth 
piece of metal of oval shape, about 
half 
the thickness of the original 


piece and of a length twice its original 
diameter. 


The bulk of the 200,000,000 coins, 


however, was melted at the mints 
and converted Into Ingots, each about 
the size of two ordinary building 
bricks. How rapidly their transports/, 
tion was accomplished may be judged 
from the fact that for some weeks 
Mr Baker had from, four to nine trains 
loaded solidly with silver simultane- 
ously on the roads from New York 
to Philadelphia, and from the Quaker 
City to San Francisco. 


It will be asked, how about the re- 


maining 150,000,000 dollars? The an- 
swer Is that they provided Mr. Baker, 
at a time when the metal was alarm- 
ingly scarce, with, a big stock of silver 
for any kind of emergency use. It wag 
available, In case of need, for the 
minting of dimes and quarters, for 
which there was enormous demand. 


Later on (aa required by the law 


that granted the use of all this mass 
of coin as bullion), every one of the 
eHver dollars will have to be replaced 
by the minting of a new one. This 
operation will cost a cent and a half 
for each ounce* It seems rather ab- 
surd. Inasmuch as the coins will never 
be circulated, but Congress la not 
likely to change Its mind on the 
subject

Growth of a Great Department of Our Government 


Newly completed Interior Department building at Washington 


where 


largest bonding occupied any- 


by our government is the 


newly completed Interior Department in 
Washington. It cover* sixteen acres of 
ground, contains 9,000,000 cubic feet 
of space, and has on its roof a recrea- 
tion area of two acres, with a lunch- 
room. 


The department did not come into 


existence until 1849, 
when it wai 


created by Congress to embrace a num- 
ber of orphan bureaus, chief among 
which were the pension office, 
the 


patent office, the general land office and 
the Indian bureau. Today it employs 
6000 workers in Washington, and, tak- 
ing the whole country together, 21,000. 
Its maintenance costs nearly $300,000,- 
000 a year, not including pensions ptid. 


By way of celebration, it held from 


May 19 to 31 a big exposition, de- 
signed to illustrate its varied activities, 
from the reclamation of desert lands to 
the making of geologic maps, the de- 
velopment of our mineral resources, *nd 
the invention (for recent use) of war 
contrivance* such as gas masks and 
helium gas for inflating balloons. 


The first secretary of the interior, 


in his earliest report, in 1849, recom- 


mended to Congress the establishment of 
a bureau *>f agriculture. 
This was the 


beginning of the Department of Agri- 
culture, which, acquiring a separata 
organization in 1862, was not repre- 
sented in the cabinet until 1889. 
The 


first secretary of agriculture was "Uncle 
Jerry" Rusk, who, on accepting the 
office, 
announced that his bu nines* 


would be to "keep the flies off th* a4« 
ministration."

HEN the mercury plays tag with 
the 100 mark and takes up its sum- 
mer home at the top of the iittle 


glass tube, cool linens, crisp organdies, 
thin chiffons, soft ginghams and calicoes 
are the fabrics to which the feminine 
world turns for comfortable clothes. 


A gown may be wonderfully lovely and 


carefully and expensively made, but un- 
less it expresses coolness, a simple white 
frock is by far the most attractive on a 
warm day. Our grateful glances follow 
the cool looking woman in the cities and 
even in the summer resorts when warm 
days arrive. 


For the morning hours simple blouse 


frocks of voile or "Casaque" models of 
linen are ideal. Gingham, calico and chal- 
lis are extremely popular for simple 
dresses, but challis is to be recommended 
only for the cooler resorts. Some charm- 
ing models of handkerchief linen in fas- 
cinating shades of old rose, peach pink, 
lemon yellow, tangerine and orchid are 
trimmed with hemstitching and tiny bias 
bindings of white linen on sashes, ruffles, 
collars and cuffs. Pearl buttons are in- 
variably used on these thin frocks, though 
they are sometimes varied with Irish 
crochet buttons. 


The "Casaque" model is an adaptation

'blouses which are made up in soft tan, 
bright green, navy, old blue and white.

Em- 
erald green is also smartly effective in con- 
trast with this putty shade. 


Black net and point d'esprit are pro- 


ducing spritely dinner gowns which are 
particularly youthful. A vivid ribbon or 
sometimes two bright shades are fre- 
quently used to span the waistline and 
give a sparkle of color to these charming 
black dresses. 


A morning dress that displays the at- 


traction of a Russian blouse is developed 
in white linen of the close texture called 
the French weave. The blouse is made 
with a long-skirted peplum which falls 
over a knife pleated skirt of linen. This 
pleating preserves the narrow silhouette 
and gives free stride to the wearer in any 
sport, such as golf or tennis, that necessi- 
tates either walking or running. 


This linen blouse is embroidered in 


turkey red wool. A broad sash of turkey 
red taffeta ribbon is embroidered in pink 
and red wool roses. 
With this frock is 


worn a red straw sailor with a band of 
wool crochet, done in red and white yarn. 


At the luncheon hour you may appear 


crisply cool in a dress of tan pongee effec- 
tively embroidered in old blue and trimmed 
with blue bone buttons, the same shade as 
the embroidery.

Over this is draped a high girdle 
of point d'esprit which is softly crushed 
about the figure. Shoulder caps slightly 
flared are laid over the soft net sleeves. A 
tiny ruffle of point d'esprit, picot edged, 
runs over the shoulders and softens the 
lines of the square decolette. 


The interesting feature of this gown 


is found in the panelled overskirt which 
shortens in the front and back to the depth 
of two picot edged ruffles and lengthens 
at the side into two panels which reach 
nearly to the end of the skirt The two 
ruffles of point d'esprit run round and 
round this unusual overskirt and give an 
effect of lovely lightness to the costume, 
which is extremely picturesque and may 
be found very serviceable on account of 
the durability of both its material and 
color.

TT IS several hundred years before

bard has arrived, and around him arn 
gathering the folk of the village, old 
and young, to hear his wonderful tales 
of the great Trojan war. Already many 
of them know by heart many of the 
incidents to be told by the poet. When 
he has ceased coming there will be feome 
who will be able to repeat for the next 
generations the grand adventures of the 
Greek heroes, to be written down for 
posterity. 
They have no books and 


they are able to hold much more in their 
memories than we of today, -who depend 
on the written word. 


The old man is Homer, greatest of 


Greek poets, and he goes from town to 
town, reciting the epic poems In which 
he has woven tales of ancient wars and 
deeds of daring. 
He 
himself 
has 


learned the stories as they have been 
handed down by word of mouth. 
He 


is old and blind, aud earns a scanty 
livelihood by his vocation of recounting 


to tho people the deeds of their heroes. 
Thus if. is that history is handed down 
in the eighth century before Christ. As 
the appeal is largely to the imagina- 
tion, so there is much of the imagina- 
tion in the epics. Yet the germs of his- 
tory are there, and the valiant heroes 
are immortalized for all time. 


Time passes and more than 2000 


years roll by. There are many wars, 
and the deeds of warriors are recounted 
in song and story. 
People are no 


longer dependent on the spoken word 
alone, but learn to write and later to 
print accounts of the wars of mankind. 
These narratives are supplemented by 
pictures and by collections of trophies, 
such as armor, guns, bows and arrows, 
cannon and other implements of war. 


Xow with the greatest war in the 


history of the world, a new method of 
telling the story to the coming genera- 


the archives of the country for future 
use. For the first time a pictorial his- 
tory is being made. 


"We have now come, children, to the 


great world war of 1014," the peda- 
gogue of the future will say; "an<; to 
the beginning of our cinematograph 
record of events.

December, or if Napoloon always struck 
a pose as master of the universe when

But this is an age which Icves

By the aid of the moving 


picture the people at home, not only 
today but in the future, are to be 
transported to the very scene of battle, 
and there will be little misconception 
as to actual appearance of the battle 
scene. The pictures were made in the 
first place for publicity purposes, to 
arouse a feeling of patriotism, to show 
the people what America was actually 
doing and how their money was being 
spent, that they might be inspired to 
support LibeYty Loan, thrift stamp, 
Red Cross aad other drives. 


Now that tie war is over the ex- 


hibits, which wer'i made by Allied 
countries atao, are being preserved M tioni little Johnny or Mary, instead of 


the most realistic historical account of 
war ever written. Under the direction 
of Charles S. Hart, director of films 
and on the committee on public informa- 
tion, the army of photographers, mem- 
bers of the United States signal corps, 
invaded every section of activity—on the 
sea, in training camp, in hospital, in 
trenches and on all parts of the firing 
line. 


Some of the big films taken by the 


United States duriug the war were 
"Pershing's 
Crusaders," 
"America's 


Answer" and "Under Four Flags." 
They did an important work in patri- 
otic propaganda. The government had 
a series of problems on its hundr.. 
It 


wanted to get close to the 110,000.000 
people of these United States and it 
wanted to do it in the shortest and 
most practical way. 
In the polyglot 


population of this country it was not 
to be expected that, all would think alike 
concerniug the merits of the war. Tre- 
mendous loans had to be floated and 
great armies had to be raised among a 
people accustomed to the way? of peace, 
unskilled in the science and psychology 
of modern warfare and instinctively 
prejudiced against the idea of conscrip- 
tion. 


It is difficult to measure the work 


done by the motion picture iu present- 
ing the events of the last few years. 
The appeal was direct and it reached 
thousands of people whose limited un- 
derstandjng of the. English language 
made other types of propaganda o£ lit- 
tle effect. 
At a time when the public 


was coming to believe that the govern- 
ment was doing nothing to speed up 
the work of preparation for war "Per- 
shing's Crusaders" proved that ships 
were actually being built, that the con- 
struction of big guns and airplanes was 
already well under way, that the bil- 
lions being expended and the more bil- 
lions being asked for were accomplish- 
ing results as stupendous as to almost 
.scagger the imagination. 


Then 
came "America's Answer," 


which transDoi-ts the civilian to France 
and shows him mile after mile of steel 
and concrete docks, built of American 
materials by American engineers, and 
affording facilities for the landing of 
unlimited war stores and the disem- 
barkation of thousands of khaki-clad 
soldiers; 
great 
American 
railroads, 


reaching clear across France, equipped 
with American cars and 
locomotives 


and with American-trained engineers; 
thousands of acres of storage ware- 
houses, great refrigerator plants, with 
capacity for storing millions of pounds 
of meat 
and 
capable of producing 


millions of pounds of ice daily; mam- 
moth hospitals and other activities that 
call for the utilization of great armies 
of men behind the lines end the ex- 
penditure of many a king's ransom. 


The third official picture, "Under 


Four Flags," curries the story of th« 
war still further, showing the co-opera- 
tion of the American armies with their 
allies of Great Britain, France and 
Italy. It is no creation of the imagina- 
tion produced by n commercial com- 
pany and played by "movie stars." 
The soldiers are not acting for the 
,camera man, but are snapped in the 
performance of their duty.
